(1)  JOHN  DAUGHHETEE. 

The  origin  of  John  Daughhetee  is  shrouded  in  an  impenetrable 
mystery,  which,  thus  far,  lias  defied  every  effort  to  solve  it.  We 
know  certain  facts  of  record 5  we  have  other  family  traditions.  In 
some  instances  the  facts  and  the  traditions  directly  clash,  in 
others  agree.  Even  the  spelling  of  his  name  is  suvject  to  numerous 
variations.  Some  decendents  use  the  name  Daugherty  and  Dougherty 
and  claim  their  spelling  is  proper.  They  explain  that  southern 
dialect  caused  the  slurring  of  the  "R'11  giving  it  the  common  pro- 
nunciation  of  Daughity  and  that  it  gradually  evolved  into  the  use 
of  Daughhetee. 

On  the  other  hand  the  evidence  is  fairly  convincing  that  the 
name  never  had  its  origin  in .Daugherty  or  Dougherty.  Living  decen- 
dents,  one  a  grandchild  of  John  Daughhetee,  now  8h  years  old,  declare 
the  name  is  of  French  origin  and  not  Irish  or  Scotch°Irish.  One  can 
find  many  French  names  which  might  evolve  into  Daughhetee,  and  several 
are  so  phoenetically  close  to  the  name  as  to  make  this  appear  logical. 

The  one  signed  document  available  for  reference  is  the  will  of 
John  Daughhetee,  filed  and  provated  in  E still  County,  Kentucky,  in 
1820.  Unquestionably  that  document  vears  his  signature  and  he  has 
spelled  It  Daughhetee.  In  a  certified  copy  of  it  we  find  the  name 
spelled  four  different  ways,  which  is  all  the  more  confusing. 

It  may  ve  stated  that  on  documents  signed  by  the  family  and 
available  for  record  the  spelling  closely  follows  Daughhetee.  In 
some  cases  an  'H*  is  dropped  or  a  *T'  added.  In  records,  such  as 
deeds  recorded,  court  orders,  and  census  reports,  we  find  the  name 
commonly  spelled  Daugherty  or  Dougherty.  In  tracing  such  records 
as  we  can  locate  we  find  the  following  names  referred  to,  and  one 
can  see  very  clearly  how  any  one  of  them  might  refer  to  this  family:

A  John  Daugherty  was  in  the  Fayette  County  Kentucky  tax 
lists  for  1790  to  1792. 

Another  John  Doherty  was  in  the  Jefferson  County,  Kentucky 
tax  lists  1789,  1790,  1791,  1794,  1796,  and  1/99. 

This  particular  John  Daughhetee  was  in  the  Estill  County 
tax  lists  1808,  1809,  1811,  1812,  1813,  18 14,  l8l5s  in 

l8l6  and  1817  as  Senior tnen  alone  in  l8l8.  His  widow  was  in 
the  Estill  County  lists  1821  and  1822. 

In  seeking  the  origin  of  (l)  John  Daughhetee,  we  have  only 
the  family  traditions  to  guide  us.  These  are  more  or  less  con¬ 
flicting  and  exceedingly  difficult  to  reconcile. 

Making  due  allowance  for  the  great  variance  1  1  spelling,

In  Clark  County,  Kentucky,  Deed  Book  4,  page  369,  August  1, 
1807,  is  recorded  details  of  a  partnership  land  deal  between 
James  Butcher,  Isaac  catcher,  John  Daugherty,  Ab solera  Hunt, 
William  Morgan,  Ben j ».  Blackburn,  Edward  Perkins,  Francis  Clark 
and  Basil  Hunc.  It  involved  6,212  acres  on  waters  of  Main 
Licking  branch  of  Licking  River,  purchased  from  William  Buck 
or  £>ush. 

A  John  Dougherty  was  allowed  a  claim  for  l400  acres  of 
land,  November  l4,  1779,  and  given  a  Certificate  vy  the  court. 
The  land  was  on  Clarks  Run  of  Dicks  River,  Dougherty  proved 
he  raised  a  crop  of  corn  on  the  land  in  1776.  (From  Kentucky 
Court  reports  vy  Gilmore) 

The  tradition  handed  down  vy  the  compiler’s  grandmother, 
(75),  Josephine  (Fisher)  Watts,  was  that  (l)  John  Daughhetee 
at  one  time  owned  large  land  holdings  in  Monongalia  County, 

Va.,  now  in  West  Virginia.  At  that  time  Monongalia  County 
included  land  since  divided  into  fourteen  counties  in  West 
Virginia.  Through  some  technical  error  this  property  had 
never  veen  lawfully  deeded  *y  Tohn  Daughhetee,  so  the  story 
went,  and  he  had  endeavored  to  recover  it  vefore  his  death. 

At  one  stage  of  the  negotiations  with  his  lawyer,  he 
vecame  disgusted  and  threw  his  documents  to  the  ground  in  a 
rage.  Tho  lawyer  picked  them  up  and  promised  to  continue 
his  efforts. 
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Josephine  Fisher  Watts  at  one  time  engaged  a  lawyer  to  try 
to  work  out  the  case,  'Uut  he  reported  it  would  practically 
impossible  to  clear  up  the  record  except  at  a  huge  cost. 

A  town,  said  by  one  of  the  relatives  to  have  veen  Bulltown, 
West  Virginia,  was  located  on  part  of  the  land,  which  included 
valuable  coal  deposits. 

The  compiler  of  this  record  made  an  exhaustive  search  (not)  in 
an  effort  to  recover  any  chimerical  of  fabulous  fortune,  vut  to 
locate  the  source  of  (l)  John  Daughhetee,  so  as  to  make  this  compi¬ 
lation  more  complete. 

From  Mrs.  Nugent  in  the  Virginia  land  office  in  Richmond  we 

ovtain.ed  an  a*  struct  of  every  land  grant  and  patent  issued  to 
those  bearing  names  similar  to  Daughhetee.

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Another  tradition  which  investigation  shows  has  some  vasis 
was  that  John  Daughhetee  came  to  Kentucky  from  North  Carolina 
via  Tennessee;  that  he  had  a  sister  Perlina  (provavly  Paulina) 
who  married  Jonathan  Tipton  in  North  Carolina  or  Virginia;  that 
they  moved  to  North  Carolina  and  later  to  Tennessee,  where 
Jonathan  Tipton  was  killed  vy  Indians. 

The  Tipton  family  is  said  to  have  veen  the  one  from  whence 
came  Governon  Tipton  of  Indiana  .  vut  the  compiler  has  not 
‘‘-een  avle  to  verify  that  alleged  fact. 

In  any  event,  we  know  that  a  William  Tipton  was  vorn  in 
Virginia  in  1773,  the  son  of  Jonathan  Tipton;  that  he  was  in 
E still  County,  Kentucky,  in  the  l8l0  census,  and  that  he  died 
there  at  the  age  of  85,  August  24,  1358.  Moreover,  we  know  the 
families  of  Daughhetee  and  Tipton  were  more  than  mere  neighbors 
and  that  some  relationship  existed  prior  to  the  marriage  of 
Jonathan  Tipton  and  Kitty  Brinegar,  September  9,  1836,  in  Estill 
C oun t y ,  Kentucky. 

Existing  histories  of  the  Tipton  family  thus  far  located 
and  consulted  do  not  give  confirming  details. 

Samuel  Tipton  was  a  witness  to  John  Daughhetee' s  will  in 

1820. 


Coming  now  from  tradition  to  facts  of  puvlic  record,  we 
here  insert  a  certified  copy  of  the  will  of  (l)  John  Daughhetee. 

WILL  OF  (1)  JOHN  DAUGHHETEE 

“In  the  name  of  God,  Amen 2  I,  John  Daughhetee,  Estill  County, 
Kentucky,  veing  in  a  weak  and  low  state  of  health,  '-ut  of  sound 
and  disposing  mind  and  memory,  and  calling  to  mind  the  mortality 
of  my  vody  and  the  certainty  of  death,  do  make  and  puvlish  this 
my  last  will  and  testament  in  manner  and  form  following,  toWit: 

Firsts  I  will  and  vequeath  my  soul  to  God  who  gave  it, 
hoping  for  eternal  life  and  happiness  through  my  Redeemer, 

Jesus  Christ,  and  my  vody  I  vequeath  to  the  earth,  to  ve 
entered  in  decent  Christian  vurial  at  the  discretion  of  my 
Executers  hereinafter  named,  not  douvting  1-ut  I  shall  receive 
it  again  at  the  last  day  through  the  Resurrection. 

Secondly?  1  will  and  bequeath  to  my  veloved  wife,  Nancy 
Daughhetee,  in  lieu  of  her  Dower,  one  vay  horse,  named  Sampson, 
and  one  hundred  dollars  in  money,  so  soon  as  the  same  can  ve 
raised  out  of  my  estate  after  my  decease  to  her  and  her  heirs 
and  assigns  forever  and  the  aforesaid  legacie  it  is  my  will 
and  desire  that  she  shall  receive  in  lieu  of  her  dower  as 
afore  sal d . 
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Thirdly s  My  will  and  desire  is  that  all  of  my  just  devts 
and  funeral  expenses  vy  paid  out  of  my  estate. 


Fourthly^  I  will  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter,  Mary  Ann 
Horsely  and  William  Horsely,  her  husband,  five  shillings  to 
them  and  their  heirs  forever. 

Fifthly s 

I  will  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter  Rachel  Darnold 
and  Thomas  Darnold,  her  husvand,  five  shillins  to  them  and 
their  heirs  forever. 

Sixthly £ 

I  will  and  vequeath  to  my  son-*  in  “law,  William 
Meadows,  Five  shillings  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

Seventhly s 

I  will  and  bequeath  to  my  Elizaveth  Mark  and 
Robert  Mart,  >  -r  husband,  five  shillings  to  them  and  their 
heirs  forever. 

Eig^t^lys

.  John  Daughhe tee’s  second  wife  was  Susan  Parker.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  Nathaniel  Parker,  who  was  born  in  Baltimore  County, 
Maryland?  enlisted  for  Revolutionary  War  Service  in  Culpepper 
County,  Virginia?  moved  to  Georgia  after  the  war?  thence  to 
Tennessee,  and  on  to  Cole  County,  Illinois.  There  he  applied 
for  and  received  a  pension. 

John  Parker  moved  to  Texas  with  his  family  while  it  was 
Mexican  Territory.  His  son  established  the  first  Protestant 
Church  in  Texas. 

The  family  was  attacked  and  several  memvers,  including  John 
Parker,  killed.  Some  of  his  grandchildren  were  carried  into 
captivity.  Their  history  has  veen  published  and  is  a  thrilling 
chapter  in  pioneer  history. 

John  Daughhe tee  was  vorn  Septemver  19,  1758.  He  died  in 
Estill  County,  Kentucky,  in  1820.  He  was  married  three  times. 

At  present  we  do  not  know  the  name  of  his  first  wife.  Only  his 
first  and  second  wives  vore  him  children.  His  third  wife  was 
Nancy  Ellison,  a  widow,  whom  he  married  April  12,  1819,  in  Estill 
County,  Kentucky.  Oar  records  are  incomplete,  vut  the  following 
names  have  veen  recorded  as  his  descendents.

He 
v/ as  lorn  August  l6,  1769.  his  name  is  spelled  Darnold  in  the 
will  and  also  in  the  Census  records  However,  it  seems  pro¬ 
perly  to  ve  spelled  Darnall,  They  uv-re  married  November  2, 

1801,  in  Clark  County,  Kentucky 0  Her  father  was  on  the  vond. 

She  is  '  uried  in  Edgar  County,  Illinois*  He  w?s  the  son  of 
John  Darnell  (Darnall)  and  Mary  Ann  McDonald,  and  is  mentioned 
in  his  father's  will  in  Kentucky  in  1 793,  He  died  July  3,  1837. 

He  appears  in  the  l8l0  census  of  Estill  County, 
Kentucky,  spelled  Darnald.  His  widow  appears  in  the  1846  census 
of  Edgar  County,  Illinois* 


(4)  Telit ha  Daughhetee  married  William  Meadows  in 
Estill  County,  Kentucky,  Decemver  17,  1810.  After  her  death 
’•e tween.  l8l0  and  l8l4,  he  married  Sally  Hanson  in  Estill 
County,  Octover  23,  l8l4.  John  Hanson  signed  his  marriage 
vond0  In  the  1820  census  of  Estill  County,  William  Meadows 
name  appears.  His  age  was  shown  as  between  26  and  45  years. 

He  was  named  as  one  of  the  heirs  in  the  will  of  John  Daughhetee, 
his  father-in-law,  in  1820. 

His  census  entry  of  1820  shows  at  his  home,  three 
males  and  two  females,  all  under  10  years  of  age.  We  have  no 
information  as  to  which,  if  any,  of  these  children  were  from 
his  marriage  to  Telit ha  Daughhetee. 

A  William  Meadows  was  shown  in  the  l8l0  census  of 
Estill  County,  Kentucky,  next  to  an  Isreal  Meadows.  One  male 
and  one  female  under  ten  were  listed  at  his  house.  No  adult 
female  was  show*  We  deduce  that  he  had  reen  married  previous 
to  his  marriage  to  Telitha  Daughhetee  in  l8l0.
